Many believe that the distribution of physicians 
in this country Is excessively uneven and that a sub* 
stantlal port of the population does not have doctors 
seadily available. . 

The facts are f bund in a seven-year study made by 
3 bureau of the American Medical Association.' As of 
a comparatively recent date, every community with 
more than 5.000 population had at least one physician 
in active private practice, as did 36 per cent of those 
-with 2,500-5,000 people and 88.3 per cent of those in 
the 1,000-2,000 population bracket. And only 250,000 
^Americans — one sixth of one per cent of the population 
— live more than 25 miles from a doctor. 

These disclosures certainly support the study's 
conclusion that the distribution of doctors in relation 
flo the people they serve is "extraordinarily good."

For 
transporting a first-class tetter they are paid less than 
one-eighth of a cent. That's a pretty small part of the 
cost of a three-cent stamp. And certainly it's a small 
charge for a big job well done: ;

Free Prices Create Incentives 
Dr Earl Butz, of Purdue University, recently said: 
"There are too many people in America today who do 
not really believe in free prices but still believe they 
can look to Washington for price supports, price regu- 
lations and price ceilings . . , We must get the point 
across to every citizen , . . that the incentives under 
£ree prices make our economy great and strong." 

We can prove this for ourselves, by the simple 
expedient of remembering what happened after the 
last world war under. OPS and OPA. Shortages were 
rampant. Black markets flourished, at the expense 
both of the consumer and the honest retailer. The 
quality of goods was often inferior. 

Contrast this with the situation today. We have a

We have wide open competition all along tho produc- 
tion and distribution 'line.

Government economic controls can't help- but 
destroy initiative, just as they can't help but limit 
opportunity and penalize enterprise..

. Some time ago a small group of railroad workers 
sued for an injunction to prevent their employer and 
a union from signing a union shop 'contract, which 
would have prevented a man who didn't want to join 
from earning his living. Judge Nelson of the 108th 
District Court now has ruled that "Congress has "no 
right to enact legislation making union membership a 
test of the right' to work." 

He said .further, "That which denies a person 
the right to work . . . denies to him his liberty, the 
pursuit of happiness, and". . . life Itself, . . ..There 
was a period of union busting and head busting and 
of 'yellow dog' contracts. That was wrong,' but 
that time, thank God, has passed. But it is just as 
wrong now that unions should endeavor to compel 
men and women to join a union at the price of holding 
their jobs."

Buffalo Bill) Cody 
Dies in Denver, Colo. 



DENVER— An era In Americana 
, came to a close recently with the 
death of Edgar 'C. McMechen In 
Denver' recently, , 

McMechen, relatively unknown 
at the time of his death at the 
age of 66, was the man responsible 
for the burial of WUliam F. (Buffa- 
lo Bill) Cody on Colorado's took* 
out Mountain, , - \ 

McMechen Is sHU cursed In Wyo- 
ming and Nebraska for his action 
at the time of Buffalo Bill's death. 

When the ' great long • haired 
sharpshooter died In Denver in 
1917, McMechen, who was secre- 
tary to Denver Mayor Robert W.. 
Speer, quietly got permission, from 
Cody's wife for the burin 1 on Look- 
out Mountain near Golden. When 
residents of Cody, Wyoming, and 
North Platte, Nebraska, got word 
of what had happened, Buffalo Bill 
was In his final resting place — in 
Colorado. . 

Now, more than 2,000,000 persons 
visit the grave each year, much to 
the consternation of Wyoming and 
Nebraska residents, Cody had a 
ranch near North Platte, and the 
Wyoming town he founded was 
named in his honor. 

In fact, recently Wyoming real- 
dents sought to remove the West- 
ern hero's bones to Wyoming. Colo- 
rado Gov. Dan Thornton retorted 
that someone In Wyoming must 
have been "drinking too much 
sage-brush Juice." 



Man Could Reach 
Mars, Expert Says 

URBANA, IU. — Wemher von 
Braun, German rocket developer 
now with the U. S. Army, has 
startled the country with a report 
that men could reach and explore 
Mars and then return. 

In a book titled "The Mars 
Project" he says an expedition of 
50 earthmen could spend 400 days 
exploring the planet and return. 

He says 49 ferry vessels pro- 
pelled by three-stage rockets would 
take part, supplies, fuel and men 
to a point 1,075 miles above the 
earth. At that point they would 
freely circle the earth like a tiny 
moon while 10 space ships were 
assembled and readied for the 
big trip. 

A total of 950 flights over eight 
months' time would be required to 
ferry sufficient supplies and fuel 
to the circling takeoff station. He 
says the ride through space would 
take 260 days. At the end of their 
journey the space ships would 
take up another circling orbit 
around Mars. The explorers could 
reach Mars in "landing boats." 



Grandmother Gives 
Birth to Quadruplets 

SYDNEY, Australia— Mrs. Ethel 
Hudson, 38, a grandmother, re- 
cently gave birth to quadruplets. 
She already had 9 children. 

Mrs. Hudson says she was not 
surprised when her doctor deliv- 
ered a 45-ounce boy and a 61-ounce 
girl since she expected twins. 

But she was somewhat flustered 
when the third child, a 58-ounce 
girl, was born, and downright flab- 
bergasted when she gave birth to 
the fourth child, a 53-ounce 
daughter. 

The multiple birth extended over 
3V4 hours. 

Like the old lady in the shoe, 
the Hudsons had so many children 
they did not know what to do— at 
least as far as housing them was 
concerned. So they settled down in 
two big tents on the outskirts of 
town. 

"I suppose I'll have to buy an- 
other tent," Hudson commented.

%.cup juice . 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 
1 4 tablespoons butter 

1/8 teaspoon nutmeg 

4 1/3 cups' red sour cherries, 
(drained)

Regulations of the Board of 

Health of 

Antioch .Township, Lake 

County, Illinois 

' BE IT ORDAINED BY THE SU- 
PERVISOR, ASSESSOR AND 
TOWN GLERK OF ANTIOCH 
TOWNSHIP, CONSTITUTING THE 
BOARD OF HEALTH OF ANTIOCH 
TOWNSHIP, COUNTY OF LAKE, 
STATE OF ILLINOIS: 
SECTION: 

1. Title— Purposes. - This Ordin- 
ance shall be known as the Regula- 
tions of the Board of Health of An- 
tioch Township. Its purpose is the 
promotion of heolfch and the sup 
presslon of disease In the area on 
compassed within the jurisdiction of 
this Ordinance. ' 

2. Jurisdiction of Ordinance. This 
Ordinance applies to the entire area 
of Antioch Township, except that 

i territory lying within the Corporate 
Limits of any Incorporated Cities 
or Villages . • 

3. Enforcement — Health Officer. 
This Ordinance shall be adminis- 
tered and enforced by the Board 
of Health of Antioch Township, 
through its Health Officer, herein- 
after appointed, who Is hereby au- 
thorized to make all inspections 
and orders deemed necessary to as- 
sure compliance with the provisions 
hereof. 

4. Deposits on Public Property. 
It shall be unlawful to deposit any 
garbage or refuse of any kind in or 
on any public street, alley or side- 
walk, or any other public way; or 
to deposit anywhere in the Township 
any uncovered piles of -garbage, 
refuse, offal or carcasses of dead 
animals. 

5. Pollution. It shall be unlaw- 
ful, and it is hereby declared to bo 
a nuisance, for any person, firm or 
corporation, to obstruct or pollute 
any water course or source of water 
supply in the township: or to per- 
mit any stagnant pool of water, or 
any accumulation of garbage, refuse, 
offal or carcasses of dead animals to 
remain on any property under con- 
trol thereof. Such accumulations 
must be buried at least two feet 
below the surface of the ground, 
or burned in properly constructed 



Incinerators, or otherwise properly 
disposed of in a manner not danger- 
ous to health or conducive to the 
spreading of disease. 

S, Disposal of Wastes. Plumb- 
ing, and facilities and methods of 
collection and disposal of domestic 
sewage, garbage, refuse and other 
wastes, shall be adequate and shall 
conform to minimum standards of 
location, design, construction and 
operation, approved by the State 
Department ,of Public Health, so as 
to minimize as much as possible the 
pollution of any stream, ground 
water i or source of water supply* 
and not otherwise create a nuisance, 
breed vermin or insects or spread 
disease, 

7. Premises. It shall be unlaw- 
ful to permit any building, struc- 
ture or place to remain in such con- 
dition as to be dangerous to the 
public health in any .way. Any 
such building, structure or place Is 
hereby declared to be a nuisance. 

8. Report of Contagious Disease. 
Every physician called in to care for 
or to treat a case of contagious or in- 
fectious disease, shall moke a report 
to the Board of Health of the same 
within Twenty-four, hours from the 
time the disease is recognized.- In 
event no physician is in attendance, 
It shall be the duty of the person 
in charge of, or taking care of any 
person with such disease, to make 
a report to the Board of Health 
within Twenty-four hours from the 
time the disease is recognized.

9. Quarantine. The Board of 
Health and the Health Officer shall 
have charge of the' enforcement of 
reasonable quarantine rules, and 
shall have the power*to place under 
quarantine, any premises within 
whicH such a contagious or infec- 
tious disease exists, and shall deter- 
mine the time when the quarantine 
shall end. 

10. Fumigation. Premises which 
have been quarantined in accor- 
dance with the preceding section 
shall be thoroughly fumigated or 
otherwise freed from all risk ofceon- 
taglous or Infectious disease, under 
the supervision of the. Board, of 
Health, before the quarantine shall 
be lifted. 

11. Unwholesome Food. It .shall 
be unlawful to sell or to offer for 
sole any unwholesome or polluted 
food or drink of any kind, 

12. Sanitary Regulations. Prem- 
ises used for the sale or storage of 
food intended for human consump- 
tion must be kept' in a clean and 
sanitary condition. It shall be' un- 
lawful to permit any accumulation 
of refuse or waste of any; kind 
thereon for more than Twenty- 
four hours, or for more than Thirty- 
six hours where part of such time 
falls on a Sunday or Holiday .1 It 
shall likewise be unlawful to 'per- 
mit any decaying animal or plant 
matter to remain an such premises. 

13. Acts. It shall bt» unlawful to 
commit or do any act which endan- 



gers the public health or results In 
annoyance or discomfort to the pub- 
lic, 

14. Nuisances — Abatement. . It 
shall -be unlawful for ony person, 
firm or corporation; to permit .or 
maintain the existence of any, nuis- 
ance on any property under con- 
trol;, thereof. The Health OHIcer 
is hereby authorized to abate any 
nuisance existing In Antioch Town- 
shir), where, such nuisance- is an 
obstruction ,' to the promotion of 
health, or conducive to the spread of 
diseased 

15, Penalties. Any person, firm 
or corporation' who, shall violate or 
refuse to'obey any. rule or regulation 
of the Board of Health, shall be lia- 
ble to a fine not exceeding $200.00, 
for each offense, or Imprisonment 
In the county jail not to exceed Six 
months, or both, in the discretion of 
the Court, , , . 

All fines collected under the pro- 
visions of . these rules , and regula- 
tions shall be paid into the County 
Treasury of Lake County, Illinois, 
to be used for. County purposes, and 
it shall be the duty of the State's 
Attorney of Lake County; Illinois, 
to prosecute all persons, firms, or 
corporations violating or refusing to 
obey. the rules, and regulations of 
the Board of Health.
